The aim of this publication is to provide users with a range of the latest 
statistics available at che end of each month of issue. Consequently, the dates 
and periods shown are not always the same for each table, but are in each 
case the latest figures available at that time. 


Seasonal! adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of normal 
seasonal variations from economic time series so that the effects of other 
influences are obvious. Seasonal variations are the systematic (though not 
necessarily regular) intra-year movements of economic time series. These are 
often the result of non-economic phenomena, such as climatic changes and 
regular religious festivals e.g, Christmas and Easter, 


Smoothing seasonally adjusted series produces a measure of trend by 
removing the impact of the irregular component of the series. The trend 
estimates are derived by applying a 13-term Henderson weighted moving 
average to the respective seasonally adjusted series. Readers are reminded 
that trend cstimates are subject to revision as subsequent months’ data 
become available.

SELECTED FEATURES 


NEW MOTOR VEHICLE The trend estimate of new motor vehicle registrations for Victoria in May 

REGISTRATIONS 1996 (13,028), was virtually unchanged from the April figure (13,031). This is a 
slight levelling out of the trend which has been steadily increasing since 
September 1995. Victorian new motor vehicle registrations represent 24.0% of 
the Australian total (54,174). 


The trend estimate of new motor vehicle registrations for Australia has been 
rising steadily since October 1995. The figure for May 1996 showed a slight 
decrease of 0.7% fron May 1995 (54,548).

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MERCHANDISE |MPORTS The value of merchandise imports, in original terms, for Victoria from April 
AND EXPORTS to May 1996, remained steady at $2,079 million, but decreased by 6.5% 


from May 1995. imports into Victoria in May 1996 accounted for 30.9% of 
Australia's total imports of $6,722 million. 


The value of merchandise exports, in original terms, for Victoria in May 
1996 was $1,457 million, an increase of 5.3% from April 1996, and an 
increase of 24.7% from May 1995. Exports from Victoria in May 1996 
amounted to 22.5% of Australia's total exports of $6,460 million.
